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8. SYNOPSIS OF BILLS PASSED BY THE VIDHAN SABHA 


1. The Punjab Appropriation Bill, 1993 
(Introduced and passed on 5th March, 1993) 


This Bill provides for the appropriation out of the Consolidated Pund 
ofthe State of Punjab ofthe sums required to meet the Supplementary Grants 
made by the Legislative Assembly for the expenditure for the Financial year 
1992-93. 


2. The Punjab Appropriation (No. 2) Bill, 1993 
(Introduced and passed on 19th March, 1993) 


This Bill provides forthe appropriation out of the Consclidated Fund 
ofthe State of Punjab ofall moneys required to meet the expenditure charged 
on the Consolidated Fund andthe Grants made in advance by the Legislative 
Assembly in respect ofthe estimated expenditure ofthe State Government for 
(a part of) the financial year 1993-94. 

3. The Punjab Homoeopathic Practitioners (Amendment) Bill, 1993 
(Introduced on 1?th March, 1993 and passed on 6th April, 1993) 


This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act, in order to insert a new 
Section 16-A for making provision of tenewalof Registration, as there was no 
provision for this purpose.

This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act, so as to levy Sales Tax 
on the declared goods atthe first stage, including the cotton varn. 


7. The kasi Punjab Ministers’ Salaries (Amendment) Bill, 1993 
(Introduced and passed on 6th April, 1993) 


This Bill provides for increase (from Rs. 7200 per year to Rs. 1500 
per month) in ceiling on re-imbursement of Localand trunk telephone calls 
in the performance of duties to the Chief Minister and Ministers.

This Bill seeks to amend the principal Act, to enhance the rate of War 
Jagir from Rs. 300 per annum to Rs. 500 per annum up to three children 
arid Rs. 50 to Rs. 100 per annum for every additional child with effect from 
Ist July, 1992 (i.e. Rabi 1992). The enhancement has become necessary 
because of overall increase in prices.

Act, 1952, with saving that rights, duties, obligations, privileges, liabilities, 
acquired or accrued or incurred on previous operation or anything duly done 
orsuffered under that Act and Rules willbe protected. 


13. The Punjab Motor Vehicles Taxation (Amendment) Bill, 1993 
(Introduced and passed on 7th April, 1993) 


This Bil seeks to amend the Principal Act so as to make provision 
for levying and collection of a "special tax" on transport vehicles.

(2) This House recommends that Parliament be pleased to direct 
that the law which it may make mn this behalf shall take 
effect from the date when the President of India gives his 
assent after the Parliament has passed necessary legislation.”

The resolution was carried by a majority of the total membership of the 
Assembly and by a majority of not less than two thirds of the Members of the 
Assembly present and voting. 
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On Thursday, the 25th February, 1993, Shri Hardev Arshi, M.L.A., di 
moved the following Resolution :—

rials at the Native places of such great personalities who 
laid down their lives for unity and integrity of the country, 
maintenance of communal harmony and for the restoration 
of everlasting peace in the State."

6. SYNOPSIS OF BILLS PASSED BY THE VIDHAN SABHA. 


1. The Punjab General Sales Tax (Third Amendment) Bill, 1993. 
(Introduced and passed on 28th December, 1993). 


This Billreplaces the Punjab General Sales Tax (Third Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1993, (Punjab Ordinance No. 6 of 1993), which was promulgated 
to amend the Principal Act, so as to make provisions for furnishing copies 
of Sales tax bills and goods receipts/vehicles record before the officer incharge 
of the Sales Tax check Barriers for retention of the same at the barrier. 


2. The Punjab Entertainments Tax (Cinematograph Shows) Amendment Bill, 1993 
(Introduced and passed on 28th December, 1993) 


This Billreplaces the Punjab Entertainments Tax .-""مس“0‎ 
Shows) Amendment Ordinance, 1993 (Punjab Ordinance No. 4 of 1993), which 
was promulgated to amend the Principal Act, so as to check the malpractices 
being indulged by the Cinema owners who were defrauding the Government 
by introducing the new scheme of levy and collection of entertainment 
tax onlump sum basis.
